Was  held  Tuesday,  December  17th,  1889,  at  4.30  p.m.,  in  the 
Library  of  the  Y.M.C.A.  Mr.  Hamilton  Cassels  presided.  After 
the  reading  of  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
Dr.  Potts,  in  a very  earnest  and  forcible  speech,  moved  their 
adoption.

SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

"foTonto  l^amabai  ^irde. 


fT  the  time  of  holding  our  last  Annual  Meeting  the  Pundita 
Ramabai  was  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  where  she  had  gone  in 
the  interest  of  her  work.  She  had  at  first  spoken  at  an 
educational  convention  in  San  Francisco,  and  afterwards  at  fifty 
other  meetings  in  the  vicinity,  and  was  so  far  successful  that  a 
branch  Ramabai  Association  was  formed  with  twenty  auxiliary 
circles,  pledging  annual  support,  and  which  confidently  hoped  to 
raise  $10,000  towards  establishing  the  school.  The  outlook  was 
now  so  favorable  that  the  Executive  Committee  at  Boston  decided 
that  she  might  return  to  India.  So  she  turned  her  face  towards 
the  home  she  had  left  five  years  before  alone  and  with  few  friends 
but  upheld  with  the  noble  purpose  of  helping  that  unfortunate 
class  of  her  sisters  in  India — the  child  widows,  and  though  success- 
ful, uncertain  even  now,  of  her  reception  by  her  countrymen  and 
women.  After  a stormy  passage  she  reached  Japan,  where  her 
stay  was  lengthened  to  two  weeks  by  reason  of  a delayed  steamer, 
and  which  she  employed  in  speaking  several  times  through  an 
interpreter,  on  the  education  of  women.  Her  arrival  in  Hong- 
Kong  was  announced,  and  a Hindu  gentleman  (a  Christian)  wrote 
her  about  holding  a meeting  where  he  proposed  to  invite  some 


Parsee  and  Mahommedan  merchants  to  meet  her.  It  took  the 
form  of  a drawing-room  meeting  in  a wealthy  Parsee  business 
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man’s  house.  Several  gentlemen  were  present  and  two  Parsee 
ladies.  Two  or  three  of  the  gentlemen  present  promised  to  aid 
her,  and  this  kind  reception  by  her  own  countrymen  somewhat 
encouraged  her.  She  reached  Bombay  P'ebruary  ist,  and  went 
immediately  to  Poona  to  confer  with  her  Advisory  Board  in  India. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  Poona  was  the  place  at  which  it  was 
decided  to  establish  the  school,  but  both  her  Advisory  Board  and 
other  friends  interested  believed  that  Bombay  possessed  more 
advantages,  and  it  was  decided  therefore  to  place  the  school  in 
Bombay.  With  her  accustomed  energy  Ramabai  returned  to 
Bombay,  rented  a house,  and  the  school  was  opened  March  nth, 
with  two  pupils,  one  a child  widow.  At  latest  accounts  there 
are  twenty-two  scholars ; of  these  eight  are  child-widows,  six 
resident  in  the  school ; of  the  other  fourteen  the  majority  are  pay- 
ing pupils,  and  in  the  day  school.  There  are  three  of  the  girls 
whose  parents  have  decided  not  to  give  them  in  marriage  until 
they  are  grown  up.  Seven  of  the  pupils  are  of  Brahmin  caste,  and 
and  the  rest  belong  to  the  Vaiskya,  or  third  high  caste.  The 
letters  received  monthly  from  Ramabai  contain  many  interesting 
and  also  many  sad  stories  of  the  previous  lives  of  her  little  pupils. 
She  is  much  encouraged  by  the  success  of  the  school.  She  says 
in  one  of  her  recent  letters,  “ Some  of  the  missionaries  residing  in 
Bombay  told  me  the  other  day  they  were  surprised  to  see  us  doing 
so  well,  for  they  had  had  grave  doubts  about  our  having  even  a 
single  high-caste  woman — especially  a high-caste  widow  in  the 
school.”  All  the  arrangements  for  the  school  were  made  on  a 
sound  business  basis.  The  Pundita,  as  Principal  of  the  school, 
receives  a salary,  and  is  in  regular  correspondence  with  the  Trustees. 
She  is  to  give  one  years’s  notice  to  resign,  also  to  prepare  a high- 
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caste  Hindu  woman  to  take  her  place  in  event  of  her  death.  In- 
dustrial education  is  to  receive  special  attention  in  the  school. 

In  spite  of  the  success  of  the  school,  however,  public  opinion  in 
India  is  still  cold,  even  bitter;  the  Bombay  newspapers,  and  intelli- 
gent liberal  Brahmins,  speak  well  of  it,  but  the  people  from  all  parts 
of  India,aswoufd  be  natural,  criticized  it  and  even  prophesied  failure. 
But  this  brave  little  woman,  whom  Prof.  Max  Muller  has  called, 

“ one  of  the  most  remarkable  women  of  this  century,”  “ determines 
to  go  on  working  quietly  and  see  if  faith  in  God  and  man  will  not 
bring  about  the  desired  change.” 

The  Ramabai  Association  in  America  established  to  assist  her 
has  had  a successful  year.  $6,000  a year  is  needed,  of  this  $5,820 
has  been  collected.  Of  the  $25,000  needed  for  school  buildings, 
$18,000  is  promised.  Miss  Demmon  was  sent  out  as  the  first 
teacher,  going  out  at  the  same  time  as  Ramabai,  but  by  way  of  Eng- 
land. And  now  Miss  Hamlin,  who  has  been  largely  instrumental  in 
establishing  the  Ramabai  Association  on  the  Pacific  Coast  has  been 
made  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  sent  to  Bombay 
to  assist  Ramabai  in  organizing  her  growing  school  and  also  to 
confer  with  the  Advisory  Board  in  India  on  any  matters  requiring 
to  be  decided  on  at  once. 

As  regards  our  own  part  in  this  noble  work,  it  seems  small,  but 
we  are  glad  to  be  permitted  to  help,  and  to  report  an  increase  in 
our  members.  According  to  the  Constitution  no  meetings  are 
called  for  but  annual  ones,  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  active 
members  of  the  Circle,  (those  ladies  who  have  taken  collecting 
books  in  the  different  churches)  have  met  together  twice  to  hear  the 
letters  read  which  we  have  received  fiom  the  Association  in  Boston. 
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We  have  collecting  books  in  14  churches  and  one  in  the  Bishop 
Strachan  School.  There  are  214  ordinary  members,  38  life  members, 
and  the  amount  in  Treasurer’s  hands  $424.27.  We  are  sorry  that  our 
President,  Mrs.  Heward,  feels  obliged  to  resign,  the  Executive 
Committee  have  worked  so  harmoniously  together  that  we  are 
sorry  that  bond  should  be  broken. 

We  desire  to  thank  the  Board  of  the  Y.M.C.A.  for  the  use  of  the 
library  for  annual  meetings,  and  also  the  daily  papers  for  publish- 
ing extracts  relating  to  Ramabai’s  work  from  time. 

In  the  August  letter,  Ramabai  sends  a special  message  to  circles, 
“ Tell  them  that  the  school  cannot  exist  without  their  help.  That 
such  a school  is  very  much  needed  in  India  is  amply  proved  by 
our  experience  of  half  a year.  Many  more  such  schools  are  needed 
in  all  parts  of  India.  Let  us  go  on  working  for  the  one  we  have 
succeeded  in  establishing  now,  and  let  us  not  shut  our  eyes,  ears 
and  hearts  to  the  sad,  sad  condition  and  needs  of  thousands  and 
millions  of  child-widows  and  helpless  girls  of  India.”

Letter  Received  FROM  Miss  Hamlir 

Who  arrived  in  Bombay  November  Sih,  1889. 


We  are  Permitted  to  make  the  Pollowing  Extracts  from' , It  : 

“ Ramabai  is  looking  well.  Mano  is  a delight,  just  as  sweet 
and  charming  as  she  can  be,  and  of  great  value  among  the  girls, 
who  love  her  very  much.  She  is  a noble,  unselfish  child  and, 
worthy  of  her  mother.” 

* * * * -K-  * * * * 

“Saturday  morning  when  I arose  I went  to  the  sitting-room, 
a very  pleasant  room,  with  books  and  pictures,  a wide  lounge, 
etc.  On  the  lounge  were  eight  of  the  older  girls,  intently  listening 
to  Ramabai,  who,  with  a book  in  her  hand,  was  very  earnestly 
talking  to  them.  I supected  it  was  a Bible  lesson,  and  sat  quietly 
until  it  was  ended.  Then  Ramabai  knelt,  and  each  girl  knelt 
with  her,  most  reverently  and  joyfully.  Then  Ramabai  prayed  in 
her  beloved  Marathi, — a prayer  full  of  fervor,  with  the  occcasional 
^ amen,’  and  the  girls  remained  kneeling. 

“At  the  close  each  girl  came  quietly  forward,  and  Ramabai, 
said  a kind  word,  and  bestowed  upon  each  a kiss  which  made 
them  very  happy,  as  I could  see, 

“ I said  to  her,  ‘ Why,  how  is  this  ? I thought  there  was  to  be 
no  religious  teaching.’ 

“ Her  reply  was,  ‘These  are  my  own  private  prayers.  No  girl 
is  compelled  to  come  in  ; but,  one  by  one,  they  have  come  of 
their  own  accord.  At  first,  when  they  heard  me  here  with  Mano, 
they  peeped  in  the  door,  then  they  one  by  one  ventured  a little 
further,  occasionally  one  would  sit,  but  all  would  leave  when  I 
knelt  to  pray.  Now  you  see  they  all  join  with  me,  they  seem  to 
enjoy  it,  and  I think  they  are  getting  great  good  from  it.” 

“I  spoke  of  one  girl  with  a very  interesting  face.  I was  told 
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that  at  first  she  was  very  ill-behaved,  would  venture  into  the  room 
and  suddenly  dart  out,  but  little  by  little  ventured  in,  and  is  now 
one  of  the  most  interested. 

“ When  they  asked  Ramabai  what  she  was  doing,  she  told  them 
they  were  her  prayers,  which  all  Christians  must  have.  At  that 
time  she  read  with  Mano  the  English  Bible,  without  exposition. 
The  Marathi  translation  is  so  obscure  and  difficult  that,  with  the 
girls,  she  feels  obliged  to  explain  as  well  as  read. 

‘ Are  you  not  afraid  that  Hindu  parents  will  refuse  to  send 
their  children  to  you  when  they  know  of  this. 

“ ‘ No,’  she  said,  ‘ because  it  is  not  compulsory,  and  I do  it  at 
the  request  of  the  girls.  They  have  asked  me  for  half  an  hour's 
regular  instruction  every  day,  and  I give  it  to  them.’ 

“ The  spirit  of  the  school  is  very  sweet,  the  girls  seem  very 
happy,  I have  met  several  native  gentlemen,  and  they  seem 
greatly  pleased  with  the  school.  I have  to-day  met  a very  intelli- 
gent Hindu. 

“ He  said  to  me,  ‘ I am  glad  to  learn  you  have  not  come  to 
Americanize  this  school ; that  you  have  sympathy  with  Hindu 
lines  of  thought.’ 

“ He  spoke  of  the  difficulty  of  bringing  women  out,  and  the 
improbability  of  their  coming  out  themselves.  I pointed  to 
Ramabai. 

“ ‘ Ah  ! ’ he  said,  ‘ there  is  not  another  Ramabai  in  all  India.’ 

“ Ramabai  rises  at  three  a.m.,  gives  an  hour  to  correspondence, 
attends  to  her  own  work,  and  is  ready  at  five  o’clock  for  the  girls. 

“ It  is  the  custom  for  the  girls,  after  prayers,  to  attend  to  their 
rooms,  dress,  bathe,  breakfast,  and  study.  Miss  — — comes  at 
ten,  and  her  work  continues  till  half-past  two  in  the  afiernoon, 
without  intermission.”
